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STRIKE IS NOTOFF 
BUT THE END NEAR. 


PRESIDENT DEBS’ OFFER W AS 
A DESPAIRING STROKE. 


When It W as Rejected By the Gen- 
□ eral Managers It Took the Heart 
Out of Many Strikers—They Rea­ 
lized That Their Old Jobs Were 
Out of Reach. 


Ch ic a g o , July 14.—The great rail­ 
road strike is not yet ended. 
T hat it 
is not settled is due to the association 
of the general managers of the rail­ 
roads. 
The leaders of the American 
Railway Union offered to end the war 
provided the strikers who had been 
guilty of no acts of violence be rein­ 
stated in their old positions. 
This 
offer the General Managers' associa­ 
tion refused, declaring th a t no com­ 
munication whatever from the officers 
of the union will be received or con­ 
sidered. 
The first step taken tow ard declar­ 
ing the strike off occurred a t IO o’clock 
yesterday morning when President 
Debs and Vice President Howard of 
the 
American Railway Union and 
General M aster Sovereign 
of 
the 
K nights of Labor called a t the city 
hall and requested an audience with 
Mayor Hopkins. 
They handed 
the 
mayor a w ritten proposition which 
they desired him to present to the 
general managers, and which, if ac­ 
cepted, would end the strike. 
“So far as I can learn men are com­ 
ing back on every road entering Chi­ 
cago seeking their old positions," said 
General M anager St. Jon. 
“In many 
instances they are being taken back, 
but this is a m atter which rests en­ 
tirely with the leniency or discretion 
of the individual companies. 
Some of 
them are not inclined to take back 
men 
-who 
deserted 
their 
posts 
in the time of 
trouble, 
and 
it 
has been agreed 
upon 
officially 
by the association th a t no new man 
who is com petent shall be discharged 
to make room for a striker. 
It is no 
more than right th a t these new men, 
who worked for us and stood by us 
when it was perilous to rem ain a t 
th eir duties, should be retained." 
The Building Trades* council a t its 
regular meeting last night formally 
declared the strike off so far as the 
building trades are concerned. 
This 
action was taken before it was known 
w hat action the general managers 
had taken.

Instantly every voice was stilled 
and a few anxious spectators shul cd 
about to secure standing-room where 
they m ight obtain a better view’ of the 
execution.

Prendergast, and his trial for the mur­ 
der was one of the most rem arkable 
in the history of the criminal courts. 
He justified his crime on the ground

faith with him. 
Prendergast asserted 
th at he had helped to secure the elec­ 
tion of Harrison, and th at in return 
for his services he was to be made cor­ 
poration counsel. 
Because he did not 
get the office, he said, he shot the 
mayor.

The condemned man’s 
face was 
eagerly watched by the spectators to 
see w hether he would bear up under 
the terrible strain when he came in 
sight of the dangling noose. He held his 
head well back and his lips were 
slightly parted. 
He was deathly pale. 
His hands hung close to his sides and 
he looked steadily before him as he 
walked onto the trap. 
Father Barry, Prendergast’s spiritual 
visor stood beside him, holding a 
small prayer-book, but neither man 
spoke. 
Jailer Morris rapidly passed a strap 
around 
Prendergast’s 
ankles 
and 
bound them firmly. 
As he stood up 
and touched the arm of the condemned 
man the latter’s lips parted and raising 
his right hand he made the sign of 
the cross. 
Morris, Sheriff Gilbert and Spears 
hastily stepped from the trap to the 
solid part of the scaffold, the jailer 
waved his hand to the hangm an in the 
little box at the rear of the scaffold. 
Then the whole platform seemed to 
sink under Prendergast, the white 
figure shot down and dangled a t the 
end of the taut rope. 
The sentence of 
the court had at last been carried o u t 


Story o f P rendergast’s Crime. 
On the night of G et 28, 1893, the 
city of Chicago was throw n into con­ 
sternation and sorrow. 
Its mayor. 
Carter Henry Harrison, prom inent in 
political life for tw enty-three years, 
was murdered. 
At his home on Ash­ 
land boulevard Mayor Harrison was 
shot by a man who came in the guise 
of a peaceful visitor a t a o’clock, and 
twenty-seven m inutes later the mayor 
breathed his last. 
Mayor Harrison had been a t the 
World’s Fair all day. 
He returned to 
his home at 5 o'clock, tired out. After 
dinner at 6 o’clock Mr. Harrison re­ 
tired to a back room and laid down 
upon a couch to get a little rest 
At 
8 o’clock the front-door bell rung. 
The maid who answered the summons 
found w aiting there a small young 
man, with wizened, smooth-shaven 
face, who asked to see the mayor. 
Thinking th at she recognized him, the 
girl let the caller in. 
After waking 
Mr. Harrison she went down-stairs. 
The servants down stairs said there 
was a brief conversation when Mr. 
Harrison came into the hall and met 
the caller, and th at they heard their 
employer say: “I tell you I won’t do 
i t ” 
Then the murder was done. 
The small intruder then drew *a re­ 
volver and, placing it so close to his 
victim’s person th at the clothing was 
burned, tired three shots. 
The first 
bullet struck the mayor in the abdo­ 
men. 
He reeled backward. 
A second 
bullet struck him just above the heart. 
A third shot, tired as Mr. Harrison fell, 
wounded the dying man in the left 
hand. 
Mr. Chalmers, who lived across the 
street from Mayor Harrison, heard the 
firing and rushed over to learn its 
cause. 
As he reached the other side 
of the street a man rushed by him 
from the side of the ^Harrison house. 


W ithstands th e E ffect o f 
B oth Strikes 
and Tariff Talk. 
N ew Y ork, July 14 —R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
When circumstances are duly weighed 
the strength and soundness of busi­ 
ness in this country during the last 
tw o weeks are amazing. 
The shrink­ 
age of business and the depression of 
values have been unexpectedly small, 
the failures relatively few and unim­ 
portant, and there are even signs in 
some industries of actual progress to­ 
ward recovery from previous troubles. 
W heat is slightly lower, in profound 
disregard of the governm ent report 
indicating a yield of less than 400, 'X)0,- 
000 bushels, and as the official esti­ 
mate of yield in 1893 was more than 
100,000,000 bushels short of actual ex­ 
ports and consumption, it is readily 
assumed th a t another 
discrepancy 
as large may 
spring 
from simi­ 
lar causes. 
Receipts and exports 
in 
the 
present 
disturbed 
con­ 
dition of business are not significant. 
Corn has advanced a little though ac­ 
counts indicate a good yield. 
Cotton 
has declined an eighth w ith more 
favorable inform ation as to conditions, 
and the year’s records have so dis­ 
credited official and other estim ates 
th at little attention is now paid to 
them. 
W ith stick s 
of 
American 
abroad about as large as a year ago, 
and the demand for cotton goods visi­ 
bly narrowing, weakness is natural. 
The decrease in failures exhibited 
last week is followed by good returns 
for July thus far. 
Reported liabilities 
in the first five days were only $811,- 
567, though mail delays keep back 
some western returns. 
The number 
of failures during the last week have 
been 237 in the United States, against 
374 last year, and in Canada 49, against 
25 last year.

DEMOCRATIC 
CONFEREES ON 
THAT TICKLISH QUESTION. 


iard Fight Likely to Be Made—River 
and Harbor Bill Passed By the Sen­ 
ate— Kickapoo Indian Lands Are 
to Be Thrown Open to the Public 
Very Soon. 


W a sh in g t o n, July 14.—The demo­ 
cratic conferrees put in a long day’s 
work yesterday. 
The greater part of 
the day was put in in discussing the 
sugar schedule, and no agreem ent 
was reached. 
The house managers of 
the conference have made a deter­ 
mined tight against the one-eighth of 
a cent differential on refined sugar, 
and the senate members of the confer­ 
ence have stood out very stubbornly 
for the schedule substantially as it 
was agreed to by the senate. 
Repre­ 
sentative McMillin is leading the fight 
on the extra duty on refined sugar and 
so far has shown no disposition to 
yield. 
The advocates of a duty on 
coal and iron ore seem more hopeful 
than they were th a t the senate pro­ 
visions will be allowed to stand unal­ 
tered. 


R ITER AND H ARBO R BILL PASSED. 


Sentenced for C ontem pt o f Coart.

Janesville is marked w ith a red 
cross on the state m ilitary map. 
It is 
one of the strategical points—one of 
the two towns where the F irst regi­ 
m ent would be mobilized in case of a 
call. 
Madison is the other tpot and 
the regim ent is so disciplined th at it 
could be concentrated very quickly. 
These suggestions are made in a re­ 
port just issued from the adjutant 
general’s office. 
The strength of the 
Wisconsin N ational Guard in 1893 is 
given as follows: 
Forty companies of 
infantry, each having sixty-five en­ 
listed men, organized into four regi­ 
ments. w ith five non-commissioned of­ 
ficers to each regim ent, one troop of 
cavalry and one light battery. 
The 
total strength is 1G5 line officers, 
seventeen medical officers and 2,780 
enlisted men. 
In regard to mobiliza­ 
tion the report says the strategical 
points are: 
In the north, Superior; 
in the east, Milwaukee and M arinette; 
in the west, La Crosse and Eau Claire; 
in the center, Camp Douglas and Mad­ 
ison. 
The First regim ent, as said be­ 
fore, can 
quickly 
concentrate at 
Janesville or Madison, Second regi­ 
ment a t Oshkosh, Third regim ent at 
Camp Douglas and Fourth regim ent a t 
Milwaukee. 
The compania s in the large cities 
and towns could be at the railw ay 
station inside of one and one-half 
hours after 
company commanders 
were notified, each man with his blan­ 
kets and food for one day. The organ­ 
ization in sm aller towns would require 
about one hoar longer. 
Troops can 
be placed in acy railw ay city or town 
in the state—to the num ber of at least 
eight companies—w ithin eight hours 
after being loaded on the cars. W ith­ 
in 
five hours after commanders are 
notified, thirty-tw o companies of in­ 
fantry, one troop of cavalry, and the 
light battery can be 
assembled in 
Milwaukee. 
The entire guard can be 
massed a t any of the points named in 
about twelve hours.
